stature, boing so. tall that we only reach- 
ed to their waists.”

Through the treachery of Henrique de 
Malacea some more men were lost ond 
the flect sailed’ away, the ‘ Concepcion ” 
having tobe burnt, as there were too fow 
men to work her, The “Trinidad” and 
the ‘Victoria’? thus continued the voy- 
age: ‘They reached Mindanao, Palawan 
and Brunei in turn, Eventually thoy 
anchored at Tidor in the Moluccas and the 
two ships were loaded with cloves. They 
started on Wednesday, December 18th, but 
the ‘ Trinidad.” had to, be carcened, as’ 
she sprang :abad leak. ‘The ‘ Victoria” 
got. away, however, though many: men 

lecided to fall behind, aa they feared the 
ship would not last out to Spain. ‘The 
“Trinidad? was ultimately captured by 
the Portuguese. : ‘ 


“A DAY LOST. - 


The “Victoria” went southward and 
‘doubled the Cape on May 6th, and on 
July oth’ arrived at Cope Verde. They 
were told that the day.was Thursday and 
the date the sth, but’ Pigafetta, who had 
kept a careful count of the days, made 
it out to be Wednesday, July sth. That 
was the first time it was demonstrated 
that by sailing round. the world from 
west to east they could actually lose count 
of one day, On Saturday, September 
6th, 1522, they ontored the Bay of San 
Lucas with only 18 men—all that wore 
left of the 60 or more. who left the 
Moluccos. On Monday, September 8th, 
they cast anchor at the Quay of Boville, 
having been away for a period of threo 
years and five, tsonths, less two days, Of 
the 237 men who went upon the voyage 
only 18 returned, and only five. returned 
lator. The 18 who returned, when’ they 
dropped anchor. off tha Quay of Seville, 
were. all dressed in sack-cloth and ashes, 
and with candles in their hands they 
walked bare-footed through the strects in 
procession to the Cathedral of tha town, 
there to give thanks to their sainfs for 
having brought them through such «| 
wonderful enterprise. 


“That, very imperfectly,” concluded 
Sir Hugh, ‘is the story of Magellan's 
voyage, and 1 can only thank you, ladies 
and "gentlemen, for the attention you 
have given me.”” (Loud applause.) °

A MOUND MYSTERY. 

The problem of the innumerable small 
mounds scattered over north-eastern 
Texas has been brought to notice in. a 
recent, Water-Supply Paper of the United 
States Geological Survey, These mounds 
yary: from 20 to 100 feet in diameter and 
feet in height, and are nsual- 
ly, circular in oniline, but are sometimes 
elongated a little in a north-east and 
south-west’ direction.

IMPROVED PLOUGHING. 

The ploughing is on ancient implement 
that, though’ improved in shape, ig atill 
simply a broad spade that isdragged along 
horizontally.

As this is repeated with each ploughing, the 
nubsoil becomes very dense and hard, 
resisting the penetration and storage of 
the water go essential to plant growth, 
Remarkable results have been “reported 
from dynamite ploughing, and are doubt- 
logs due to the loosening of the compacted 
layers to a considerable depth, The new 
plough announced by o Mississippi Valley 
inventor suggests improvement by o 
mechanical method. Ino wheel are 
pivoted a large number of pointed rods, 
which, remain loost during most. of fhe 
wheel’s revolution, but are automatically 
clamped as they near the ground, fo as 
to be thrust downward and forward into 
the earth instead of merely dragging or 
scraping along, . On coming out of the, 
yround,.the points drop into vertical 
position, with points upward. Ploughing 
with points may at least roughen up the 
subsoil sarfaee, and make it more suit- 
able for holding and absorbing water,
